and  as  the  question  of  route  would  l)e  of  tlie  most  vital  consequence  to  the  JStaple  trade 
of  the  valley  of  the  Ottawa,  this  Meeting  deems  it  imjorlant  to  gather  from  all  reliable 
sources,  such  statistical  statemcntB  as  will  show  Directors  and  Stockholders  the  extent 
of  the  Ottawa  Lumber  trade,  and  the  importance  of  such  trade  to  the  Canal  in  question.— 
Cairicd  unanimously.

proposed;  and  further,  that  any  other  route  would  not,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Meeting, 
possess  any  advantages  superior  to  the  present  one,  by  Sorel  and  Chambly.— Carried 
unanimously.

Pnrsiiant  to  a  Resolution  passed  nt  the  General  Meoting,  which  Uk^\ 
phieo  on  the  3i(l  October,  a  second  General  Meeting  was  held  at  the 
Bbiti«h  H  jtel,  for  the  piir|)oso  of  receiving  the  Report  of  the  Committee, 
then  appointed,  when  tlio  fullowing  R(Oi»oit  was  siibuiitlcd  and  read  by 
the  Stcretary, 

The  Committee  fo  whom  was  entrusted  |hc  unfy  of  colkcting  sucU, 
5fatis!ieal  statements  and  information  generally,  ns  they  might  l>o 
enabled  to  obtain  from  reliable  sourses,  shovying  "tlie  extent  of  the 
Ottawa  Lumber  Trade,  and  the  importance  of  such  trade  to  iho  Canal," 
by  which  it  is  proposed  to  unite  the  waters  of  Lake  Champlain  with 
the  S?.  Liwrcnce,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  Rt-port  :  — 

The  Lumber  trade  has  heretofore  been,  and  may  still  be,  considi'red  the  Staple  trade., 
of  Canada.  It  is  true,  that  the  value  of  the  export  (o\-  the  b\8t  two  years  has  been  a  little 
less  thin  that  of  Flour  and  Wheat  (owinij  chief.y  tc,the  deprei-iaiion  in  \he  price  ol  our 
timber);  but  the  value  of  the  Stock  in  Market  (even  at  the  present  prices)  is  n(uv,  and 
his  be^n  greatei ,  than  that  of  a?iy  other  class  of.  our  e.X|)orts.  'J'r»e  stook  of  White  Pine 
'•  Winteied  over"  in  1><J(:  and  1847,  exceeded  in  each  year  tiie  export  of  that  year; 
the  same  can  be  said  cl  Red  I'ine,  for  the  years  1847  and  18.43. 

In  the  year  1S17,  the  enrrmou«  quantity  of  twenty-five  mi'lion.s  of  cubic  feet  of  squared 
tniber  was  •'  Wintered  over"  at  (irtebec,  at  the  expense,  and  lo.ss  by  depreciation,  of  ihe 
producer  of  course  when  able  to  atford  it.  The  quantity  held  oyer  in  18  J(>,  was  twenty- 
one  millions,  aiid  last  Winter,  eighteen  millions  rtf  cut)io  feet  of  sjuare  timber,  liesidt.s 
2,ir)(),()0>)  standard  deals,  equal  to  lifty-nine  millions  of  feet,  Hoiud'meiisnr.',  of  Siiwn 
lu'mber.  The  value  of  the  property  thus  lyins;  for  six  or  eit^ht  months, deteiioratinj^  'ip'"!'  ' 
the  hands  of  tho  owners,  has  been  tor  the  la.st  three  years,  f)()ia  XJ,:0,OM  to  X'l  ,0UO,6(Jli,  ' 
and  thi'refore  calls  lor  the  most  attentive  consideriiliqn, 

The  extent,  and  capabilitv  to  fupp'v,  of  our  Lumber  trade,  may  be  better  UMiIer>tood 
fr  >in  the  supply  furnished'to  the  (Quebec  maiket  in  IS  Ifi,  under  th.-  stiuiulu.s  nf  the  pi  i<v  « 
of  the  preceding  year;  which  exceeded  ihirf'y-seven  millinns  of  cubic  feel  of  hipiaird 
timber;  and  about  two  and  a  (piarter  millions  of  jiieces  of  Standard  deals,  or  upwar('s  of 
sixty  millions  Board  ii;easurc of  Sawn  luinl)er,  besides  Slaves  aiul  Lath  wood;  the  whole 
aitiounlin.!  (according  to  the  (Quebec  coinpnlution)  to  at  lea.st  one  million  ot  tonnacr. — 
Besid'.fs  this  (the  amount  which  arrived  in  Qiicbe:  i  there  was  liom  lour  to  five  miliioi.s 
cubic  ft.'ct  lelt  b('hin<l,  so  th,it  the  ))roduct  in  ISKi,  lor  the  Qindjec  market  alnne  excrerUd 
forty  millions  of  culiic  feet  the  value  of  which,  together  with  that  of  all  nther  |.,nmber, 
couid  not  hi?  less  than  £1 ,5()(),(;0.)  or  liil).i)i)0,()()().  In  a  comuierci.il  point  of  view,  this 
traile  is  by  far  the  mo?t  important,  IVoiii  th'»  iMimber  of  perions  employed  in  it*  mannlac- 
ture  and  transport,  and  the  ijieal  tonim:;'  rcijuired  :  thus  while  the  ariivals  of  sea-i;oii!;; 
vci-iels  at  Montreal  are  about  2  )it  .iiinii.illy,  oi-  a  little  ovei  ,");(,():)U  tons,  at  t,!nebcL-  theip 
are  12.X)  arrivals  with  nearly  hall  a  iiallion  ol  tons. 

Besides  our  e<port  by  sM,  th'Tu'  i^a^rmvin;  liaile  in  otii  l.imibei  \\|ililhe  nei^li'imir,r,j[ 
States,  which  re.nliel  last  year,  iieaily  bi.\.ty  iiiillioii-:  of  tccl  H.  M.  of  Sawn  Itimhei  , 
(almost  the  wh.ilnot  which  was  Iroiii  the  l\inid.i  shoies  ot  L.ikcs  Oiitaiioand  l''.iir) 
and  about  one  and  a  (ju  utcr  million-,  ol  ciibic  icet  Wine  I'liie.  \^hlrh,  with  ih-'  oiht-r 
jiiod'.nUs  of  wojil,  ^avti  a  total  declaicd  value  of  jLIjJ,jj1   to  our  expoili  in  Ihio  bianch

of  Iradf  w'lh  the  riiifrd  Stalos  ''V  ""v  inland  ports.  Thoro  is  ovrry  iPiison  to  bolirvo 
tlittt  this  export  lias  boeii  lar;j;«'ly  exct'tdwl  alrcntly  i»  ihe  present  year.  A  glaiict*, 
tWf fore,  at  this  market,  will  not  be  out  3I  plnce. 

The  market  for  Pine  Timber  in  tiie  Atlantic  Statei,  is  supplied  chinfly  from  Mnine 
and  (Seorgia — a  species  o(  Pitch  Pine,  called  (ieorwia  Yellow  I'ine,  l»init  nsctl  tor  i-hip- 
building  purposes,  hinder  to  work  than  our  Norway  or  Red  I'ine  timber.  It  wnulil 
be  difficult  to  ascertain  the  coiisimiptiou  in  the  various  seaports,  l)»'ins{  partly  inipoit 
and  paniy  home  production  ;  but  as  this  is  largely  dn  the  iwcieose  (besides  the  demnnd 
for  export),  and  lire  quotations  at  New  York  at  present,  much  butter  than  those  at' 
tjiiebt'c,  it  nuy  reasonably  be  cxpecled  that  ere  lonsj,  a  veiy  considerable  portion  of  our 
Pine  Timber  will  find  a  prolit^ble  mai'ket  in  New  b'ntilani  and  upon  the  Amciicarr 
Si-aboard. 

The  Hudson  River  is  the  chief  mart  for  Sawed  lumber,  about  fhiee  himdml  millions 
of  which,  (u[ivin};  a  tonnage  acconliiw;  Ifvllje  A,meru;an  eoniputation  of  ."i.'Ji, !)(),)  tons,  and 
V  lined  at  upwards  ol  $J,U()U,(ll)(),)  came  to  the  MuiUon  River  by  the  (.inals  aioix.'  in 
1817:  also,  1,G.)D.0();)  leet  of  Pine  Timber.  Of  these  (inantilics  all  but  li.ty-six  and  a 
bl'klf  millions  of  the  Sawed  lumber,  and  t8'J,()0J  feet  of  the  timber,  were  the  produce  of 
the  St<4te  of  New  Yoik.  Last  year  the  amount  o(  Jjawed  lumber  was  'Jt)'J,()l)(),0()0,  and 
61  Pine  I'imber  one  and  a  h.df  million  cubic  feet:  only  fitly-seven  and  llueo  ipiarteis 
millions  of  the  one.  and  ^i'2i),()U()  cubic  feet  o(  the  other,  were  not  of  tbtr'prodiice  of 
the  Sta'9.  It  is  probable  that  the  whole  oJ  this  Foreign  lumber  was  the  produce  cf 
Ciinada. 

Michigan  is  the  chief  lumberin!?  State  of  the  West,  but  the  dernaiid  in  that  (jnarler 
keeps  pace  with  the  supply,  and  will  not  only  rccpMre  the  Pine  of  iMichijian  and  N. 
Western  PennsyUauia,  but  much  of  that  iVom  t'lo  Canada  shores  or  Lake  J'.iic;  thus 
jeavinij;  the  great  market  of  the  Hudson  River  to  the  Stale  of  New  York  and  Kasteiii 
Canada. 

•With  a  ifoorf  water  communication  between  the  Ottawa  and  Hudson  Riveis,  Canada 
would  at  OHCC'  become  a  formidable  competitor  to  the  .''tate  of  New  Voik  in  the  markets 
of<  tiht  latter.  Pioximity,  and  the  biu;h  [nicf-s  on  the  i]ud«ion,  have  iiulnced  an  exten.-ive 
pioduction  of  inferior  Lumber  in  the  P.ne  dislric'j  of  the  State,  which,  by  positidii 
alone,  h.is  kept  u  better  article  out  of  maiket.  Wiih  improveil  communication,  the 
iulrodu'toii  of  Canada  Pine,  at  rediuetl  latcs,  would  cut  filf  a  i;ieal  piution  of  the 
presetit  suOply.'iby  renderiiii;  iinpiofiiable  a  tiaile  which  prexont  prices  eiuibje  to  uiiderj^o 
ita'aii}' disivdvan.tajj;u«  of  quality  and  transport.  1     -  ,    . 

Jiving  thu»  taken  an  impei feet  view  ol  the  Canada  l^;unUrr  trnjp  i>ud  its  ^oarkets, 
it  itvay  be  well  to  examine  more  closely,  its  ca)  ability' to  supjily-  miy  given  U^mand.

1  here  i«  one  other  production  of  wood  to  Lc  addeil  ti.  the  above  list  which  ouj;lit  to 
silence  all  cavil  at  the  importance  of  "Yankee  Notions;"  this  is  13,HU8  bushels  of 
shoe-pegs,  valued  ut  $18,20U  !  These  iiianuii\ctures,  ririuiring  but  little  capital,  arc  the 
most  desirable  for  a  young  country,  neuily  theii  whole  vaUie  being  that  of  labor  apjilicd 
here. 

.  In  the  matter  of  transport,  the  importance  of  the  Lumber  Trade  to  commerce,  cannot 
be  more  strongly  illustrated  than  from  the  fact,  that  44  per  ce nt.  of  the  "  Total  movement" 
of  all  articles  on  those  great  thoroughfares,  the  Canals  of  New  York,  is  furnished  by  the 
V  Products  of  the  Forest,"  being  about  15  per  cent,  higher  than  that  of  the  products  of 
Agriculture, and  cqu.:!  to  the  whole  tonnage  of  the  products  of  Agricultuie,  Manufactures 
and  Merchandize  combined. 

At  the  approaching  Session  of  the  American  Congress  a  revision  of  the  United  States 
TarilFof  1816  is  expected.  A  protective  policy  will  ;j:overn  the  taiilf  of  the  present 
Whig  Administration,  and  a  restoration  of  tlio  general  features  of  the  tariff  of  1842  may 
be  looktd  ftir.  At  present,  under  the  Revenue  Tariff  of  1816,  Canada  Lumber  is  acf- 
iriitted  inlo  the  United  States  at  nn  wl  valorem  duty  of  20  per  cent.;  while  under  the 
protective  tariff  of  1842aduty  of  30  percent,  was  imposed.  Not  only  may  the  additional 
duty  be  imposed,  but  if  the  principle  oi'  speci/ic  duties  (which  is  the  characteristic  of  the 
Taulf  of  1842)  is  restored,  our  lumber  may  be  rated  at  its  value  ic  the  American  mar- 
ket. There  is  every  reason  to  suppose  that  the  Americans  will  adopt  a  liberal  policy 
toward  our  Lumber  trade  for  several  reasons.  First. — They  want  our  lumber,  and  this 
want  is  increasing,  while  their  own  resources  in  this  article  are  diminishing  so  rapidly 
that  they  would  be  indisposed  to  adopt  a  tariff  which  would  only  have  the  effect  of  in- 
creasing the  price  in  their  own  market.  Secondly. — Their  lumbermen  are  protected  bv 
poshion  insomuch  that  the  cost  of  laying  down  tae  Canadian  article  in  their  market  is 
pqual  to  the  value  of  the  article  in  Canada.  Thirdly. — Under  the  liberal  policy  of  our 
G^wernment,  their  craft  are  permitted  to  navigate  our  inland  waters  and  canals  oij 
an  equal  looting  ;  and  as  this  favor  is  not  reciprocated,  the  result  is  that  the  whole  of  the 
carrying  trade  of  our  exports  for  then  markets  will  be  in  their  own  hands.  Thus  American 
bjats  have  been  constantly  plying  during  the  present  season  between  Bytoun  and  Troy 
direct — a  trip  which  Canadian  boats  cannot  make,  as  they  would  not  be  allowc  1  tr 
navigate  the  American  Canals,  Fourthly. — All  the  bawed  lumber  manulaclurrd  lot 
export  in  Canada  would  not  supply  the  niuiketot  the  Hudboii  Kiver  alone  ;  for  the 
present  it  is  but  litllc  more  tliuu  liair  *hc  aiiunal  con^unjplion  on  that  uver.  And  w  ilh

Timborromingonf  of  the  Ottawa  by  the  St.  Ann'sor  Vaiidrcuil  Rap.ij.^ 
is  discharc-ed  into  Lake  St.  [/,ui«,  'o  any  point  upon  which,  it  could 
without  diliicnlty  '  e  taken  to  the  Mioiiih  of  a  canal  ;  hut  if  obliged  to 
descend  tho  Lach.ue  Rapids  a  dilierent,  and  more  expensive  sys'em  y^ 
rafting  becomes  indispensable,  and  great  addi.ioual  risk,  expense  aiid 
delay  arc  incurred. 

To   land  rafts  wliieh  liave  run  the  Laclune  Jla[iid3  at   Loi,l;iieiijl 
tliey  nutst  bo  taken  out  of  a  strong  current  while  under  lull  hood- 
way,  nn  operation  requiriii;:;  the  contrtant  aiteudaucc  of  ^teatn  power, 
tand  attended  with  much  uncer'ainiy  and  iisk. 

'If  the  timber  leaves  by  the  Little  River  vwule  it  enters  the  St.  La-v- 
lence  seven  or  eight  miles  below  f^ongueuil  in  a  strong  eurreui,  aganist 
which,  if  towing  were  practicable,  a  more  s;ubstaiiiial  mode  ol  raltiog 
would  be  indispensable.  A  less  outlay  of  Lime  and  expense  would  jut 
the  raft  in  the  R'chelieu  at  Sore!. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  Screl  route  would  continue  the  rente 
.ofOttawa  Timber.  No  advantages  of  larger  locks  couUI  compcns.ite 
.for  the  difhculties  mentioned  ;  because  so  long  as  the  Champlain  Canal 
remains  uncniarged,  limber  for  the  Hudson  R.ver  would  be  rafted  ni 
«ribi  to  twit  the  locks  at  Whi'ehall,  and  would  therefoio  pass  easily 
and  expeditiously  through  the  Cbatr.bly  Canal.    Lastly,  if 'he  enlarge- 
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meiU  o(  Uiu  Clmmplain  Canal  is  looked  forvrartl  to,  it  is  beliuvcd  tlini 
'Dcforc  llial  period  [there  licing  already  an  enlarged  lock  al  St.  Ours] 
lie  rcinaitider  of  the  Chambly  Canal  from  CliamMy  Basin  to  the  pcnnt 
wheie  llie  enlarged  route  for  Longneiiil  or  Canghnawaga  wonld  diverge 
would  be  enlarged,  thus  opening  a  steamboat  navigation  from  Chambly 
lo  St.  Johns. 

WIlIi  respect  to  the  trade  in  Shipped  Lumber  or  Hoards,  the  Com- 
ini! ;cc  f(.cl,  that  if  a  terminus  on  Lake  St.  Louis  be  practicable,  the 
aciciaional  tolls,  lockage,  delay  and  expense  of  the  Lachine  Canal  by 
gciug  to  Longucuil  would  be  a  grievous  and  unnecessary  burden  upon 
r.l!  freight  entering  Lake  St.  Louis  from  the  St.  Lawrence  and  Ottawa.
